TO ALL LOCAL UNIONS: 

This letter Is addressed primarily to those local unions which have 
made, or anticipate making, purchase of a new National Cash Regis¬ 
ter bookkeeping machine. Certain Items of equipment for housing 
ledger cards must be used with the machine. 

The International purposely did not recommend the product of any 
particular company because there are so many varieties available. 

No company was given the exclusive right to supply our people. 

Contrary to this, the Diebold Company of Canton, Ohio, has repre¬ 
sented Itself to our local unions as supplying the only recommended 
equipment. They have gone so far as to draw up an order blank 
which appears to be from the International office and further, they 
have made use of a roster obtained from one of our local unions. 
Incldently, this latter bears out why we Insist on restricted use 
of the roster. 

The Diebold Company has oversold our local unions In some Instances 
by claiming that their "deep freeze" unit particularly Is the only 
answer to the problem. The unit Is not only extremely high In 
price but Is not at all necessary for our usage. 

This office does not recommend or approve Diebold equipment nor 
does It support Its actions to e. I suggest that If you have 
placed orders for any of their equipment and It has not as yet been 
delivered, that you cancel same. The International has had to call 
the attention of the Diebold Company to their unscrupulous methods 
on three different occasions.

Well over s hundred locals have already placed orders for 
these machines indicating the progressive thinking of the 
officers of these particular locals and their desire to 
further the interest of their organization by incorporating 
the latest technical advancements available for their usage. 

It is not anticipated that the first machines will be de- 
llver-d until sometime after January 15. Since shipments 
will be made to the local unions in the order in which 
the locals placed their request with this office it will 
be appreciated that some of the macnines will not be re¬ 
ceived by the local unions until well into March of 1954. 

It is understood, of course, that those local unions pur¬ 
chasing machines, and which are transferring from the 
present visible rile type ledger card, would not wish to 
purchase an additional stock of this card.

TO SECRETARY TREASURERS 07 ALL LOCAL UNIONS 

During the past few months there have been several requests 
from our local unions for permission to install bookkeeping 
machines. 

Four or five of our locals presently are using bookkeeping 
machines and are very much pleased with their operation. 

I am told that these machines serve as a speedier, more 
effioient and more accurate method of complying with the 
intent of the International Constitution than the present 
manual method of making Day Book entries. Ledger Record 
postings etc. 

In view of the fact that the request from our locals, to use 
these machines, is increasing it is only practical that a 
survey be made for the purpose of determining which type, of 
machine, will be most conducive to our needs consistent with 
uniformity of operation in our bookkeeping system. 

This office is not trying to promote the sale of these 
machines but we do want to be helpful to locals which, are 
now or in the future, may be interested in such a machine. 

*e want to cooperate in every way with our local unions in 
any effort to keep abreast with progress, if it is beneficial 
to the locals and the International and consistent with the 
Constitution. 

I have no desire to go into the business of buying machines, 
for resale to our local unions, but I do feel that after a 
proper survey is made of the several types, of bookkeeping 
machines on the market, that this office will be able to de¬ 
termine which is the better machine for use in our local unions, 









Af f er suoh a survey is made and this office makes a choice 
of the most practiaal maohine, consistent with a fair cost, 

I have no doubt but that a better purchase prioe to the locals 
can be arrived at, if all orders for machines are handled 
through this offiae, rather than if suoh machines were purchased 
direotly by the individual local unions. 

A committee has been appointed to make a survey of the machines 
on the market and what each machine will do consistent with 
our needs. It will take the committee about ninety days to 
complete this survey and upon its completion I will inform 
you as to its results. 

I am requesting that if you are contemplating buying a maohine 
that you hold off until you hear from me at the end of the 
survey. 

Efforts will be made by this office to arrange for demonstra¬ 
tion, in various areas, of whichever machine is ahosen to be 
the most practical. 

I would appreciate your cooperation with the committee by 
sending to it, as soon as possible, during its survey, any 
comments, suggestions or recommendations that you think might 
be helpful to it in making its survey.

Our Local Union ia ini crested in establishing a Mechanical bookkeeping 
aystasu Wa havs given quite sone thought to such a venture. 


rfa believe that the establishment of such a systen would save considerable 
labor and in a very ahort time it would pay for itself. We believe that 
present ledger card index syaten wastes a lot of man-power, and that it 
also laavea roon for error. It could even be manipulated by unscrupulous 
peraona in auch a way that it would be very difficult to detect without 
■aklac a coatly audit. 

A fool-proof machanical bookkeeping systen certainly would be, in many wavs, 
an aasat to our organisation. We feel that any such system would alao re- 
quira tha establishment of a new duas book, one that w >uld not require the 
paatlng of atanpa to show the pay»ei.t of dues. This, in our opinion, is 
alao a waata of nan-power and a very inaccurate method. 

If a Machine could be purchased that would in one operation, post the member's 
payment of duaa and Inprint on his aues card, a receipt for payment, a machine 
ainilar to thoee used In sone credit houses, it would provide a fool-proof 
Method of bookkeaplnr that would insure the International of its correct per- 
caplta tax, and ths Local Union of an honest and accurate bookkeeping method. 

Wa hope that your survev committee will be successful in this job.
